The mob 
hanged Turley to a tree in the jail yard 
within twelve feetofthe railroad track so 
that all passing trains this morning can see 
his body. He was dressed as though he had 
expecting them. They completed the job at 
2:60.

The sgangeroo plague has already been a 
great nuisance to the Australian squatters, 
for on an average these animals consume as 
much as sheep. It is stated that on a sheep 


run of 60,000 to 80,000 acres 10,000 kangaroos 
were killed annually for six consecutive 

ears, and yet their numbers remained very 

ormidable in the locality. In the colony of 
South Australia hundreds of thousands of 
kangaroos are slaughtered annually for their 
— and the bonus offered by the author - 


The number of these marsupials in New 
South Wales in 1889 was estimated to be over 
4,000,000 and yet about 500,000 kangaroos and 

650,000 wallabies were destroyed in the col- 
= in that year. A bonus of 16 cents is 
offered in Australia for each kangaroo killed, 
hence the colonists are gradually exterminat- 
ing these native animals. Over 600,000 skins 
are annual — to Eugland and a large 
number to America to be converted 
into leather. 

The macropide include several kinds of 
Kangaroos and wallabies. The progress of 
settlement in Australia has driven the ani- 
mals from the more densely 8 parts 
of the Australian Continen but in the 
country and unsettled districts they are still 
numerous enough to cause very considerable 
damage to the natural grasses. So serious 
has been the injury thus wrought that the 
Colonial Governments and runholders pay a 
small sum per head for the destruction of 
the kangaroos.

Chang, the Chinese Gant, Is 9 Feet Tall 
and Is a Linguist. 
From the Pali Mall Budget. 

Aus tallest man in the world has just been 
decorated by the Emperor of China with the 
Blue Button. M. Chang is almost as proud 
of this as he is ot his 14-year-old boy, for 


issued by | there was a time when he would have been 


decorated in quite a different fashion had he 
been caught. This was when he sald good-bye 
to China nearly thirty yearsago. M. Chang 
has beena private citizen for a couple of 
years. He lives at Bournemouth, and the de- 


mand for him at church fairs and Meg vn gw 
bazaars is just as brisk as when he first be- 
came a resident ofa fashionable English 
watering place. 

I call him Chang because that is his family 
name, and, as he says himself, that is quite 
enough forhim. To know him is to like him. 
Generally speaking there is little love felt by 
the Caucasian forthe Celestial, but Chang is 
an exception. He isa citizen ‘of the world, 
On any subject he is interesting. On tea he 
is fascinating. Tea piantations have been in 
the possession of his family for years, as he 
puts it, for centuries, perhaps, as we com- 
pute time. He speaks of his brothers who 
are in China as gentlemen, and nobody 
whohas even a passing acquaintance with 
him would put him downas anything buta 
gentleman. When he is in China he may be 
a Ceiestial; when he is in England he acts as 
an Englishman. 

There isan almost common belief that a 
man of abnormally large stature has an ab- 
normally small brain, If this be so Chang 
must be an exception. Heisatraveler. He 
has visited nearly ali the countriesof the 
world, and of all of them he possesses a 
Knowledge thatis sometime startling. His 
Englishis as perfect as ifto the manner 
born. His French is that of the Parisian, 
and when he speaks French he seems to be a 
Gaul. He also speaks German, Italian, Span- 
ish, Portuguese. Naturally he speaks Ohl- 
nese, so that in all he can converse fluently 
and, it goes without saying, intelligently in 
seven languages. Chang left his native 
country in 1864. He was *‘discovered’’ by an 
Englishman. He lived with his father and 
mother near Peking. 

His family has owned tea plantations for 
more decades than Chang had any idea of. 
He was known to all the country round, 

„for, as you know,“ he said to me, ‘the 
Chinese are a small race, and my size at- 
tracted attention. His father, who died a 
few years ago, was 8 feet s inches in height. 
His mother, who is alive, is 5 feet 2 inches 
tall. She is9iyears oid. **She has drank tea 
for nearly a century, said Chang, as he 
talked of the virtues of tea, in which he isa 
great believer. He talked of a kindof tea, 
four leaves of which make a cup, ina ma 
ner that convinced his hearers that the s

They have two children, both 
boys, one 10, the other 14 fears old. Chan 
almost flushes when he tells how his eldes 
boy reaches to his shoulder, and says: 1 
believe he will be taller than I am. If be 
be prouder of anything than the boy itis of 
the blue button that has been presented to 
him by the Emperor of China. He only 
wears the cap on which he has placed it on 
state occasions.

St. Louis has no bank of the kind that 
collapsed in Chicago the other day and 
closed so many of its bogus country 
branches in the lake regions tributary to 
Chicago. The collapse of such concernsisa 
proof of their own rottenness, and has not 
created the slightest} distrust of ,Chica- 
go’s regular clearing house banks. Such 
failures, like those which occurred in Phil- 
adelphia a couple of years ago, soon ex- 
plain themselves without shaking public 
confidence in legitimate financial institu- 
tions or in the general business situation. 

In the midst of Wall Street flurries and 
the bursting of Mr. Zimri Dwiggins’ Chi- 
cago aggregation of financial balloons, the 
St. Louis banks went the other day to the 
help of the United States Treasury with 
two millions of gold, and no call on them 
for help in their own section has been de- 
nied or is likely to strain their resources.

Other corporations followed suit 
regardless of the fact that other labor had 
meantime reached Oalifornia. The 
Chinese were found to be docile, teachable, 
efficient and dirt cheap. They were 
tempted to come to America for these 
reasons by the corporations, and for the 
same reasons the working people of the 
country want them sent back honie. 

In such circumstances common justice 
requires that the Chinese themselves be 
treated with due regard for their interests 
and for the fact that they are not in any 
way to blame for being here. To inflict 
upon them any unreasonable hardship is 
to add to the injustice of which we are al- 
ready guilty. Whether the Geary law is 
constitutional or not it is certainly not a 
tactful measure for it puts a stigma upon 
a whole people and insults a friendly gov- 
ernment. We need not be surprised if the 
Chinese Government shows its mettle by 
retaliatory measures as severe as the Geary 
law, and we shall have no just cause to 
grumble if it does so.

MONSIEUR—We have learfied with a deep sense of 
moral revolt that the United States have entered 
into an agreement with the autocratic Government 
of Russia concerning atreaty of extradition, whi 
is to be applicable toall persons accused of partici 
pation in plots againstthe personal safety of the 
Czar or members ot hie family. As exiled citizens 
of a nation thet has been Sighting for a century 
against subjugation to this same archmic despotism, 
we are fully able to appreciate the danger that such 
a treaty would be to the eause of liberty and the ad- 
vantages that it would secure to the Russian Govern- 
ment. 

We are not pleading our own cause. The question 
involved it not a question of social or political 
changes—still less of men—in Ourown country, and 
we are able, therefore, to form an independent 
judgment with regard to it. We are able, as forced 
subjects of a wicked and unscrupulous Government, 
to judge as to its political motives, with full knowl- 
edge of the case. 

No legal treaty is possible without judicial guaran- 
tees, and no guarantees can have any value without 
public control.

Joseph Page, boss; Michael Gleason, Mark 
Lyons and Henry Wilmoth were engaged in 
filling up abandoned rooms. In one room a 
light came in contact with gas producing a 
tremendous explosion. 

Gleason was buried under tons of debris 
and at 6 o’clock this morning was taken out 
dead. 

Page is suffering from a fractured skull and 
May die, 

Wilmoth inhaled fire and had a bone in his 
hip broken. 

Lyons is slightly burned about the face. 

About ten miners were at work in the mine 
at the time, and by their bard work the in- 
jured were rescued and the dead out. 

The explosion was due to the lessness 
of the men in not using safety lamps, which 
they were commanded to use. 

The victims of the expiosion are poor men 
with large families, and measures are 2 
adopted to aid them. 

The excitement during the night was in- 
tense, asfirstreports gave out that twenty 
men were killed, Dut at daylight it was 
established that the fatalities were greatly 
exaggerated.

HOT MATERIALIZE. 


How Your Chicago Newspaper. Men 
Backed Him Off the Boards in the 


Great Yearling—Track and Stable Gos- 
sip—Gensral Sporting News. 4 


Fon Tom, J. G. Drennan’s chestnut colt by 
Fonso out of Tombetta, which won the sixth 
raceatthe Fair Grounds Saturday with 2 
and 80 to 1 posted against his chances, sur- 
prised his owner and trainer by his success 
a bout as much as he did the general public 
and bookmakers. Out of any number of 
tarts at the Fair Grounds, Garfield Park, 
twthorne and the course across the river, 
| _ mong the slowest lot of ‘‘crabs’’ last sea- 

son, he was not successful once. He dia, 
however, succeed in frightening the East St. 
Louis Jockey Club officials considerably the 
first time he started over their course, Sept, 
18 last. 

General Manager Brooks related the story 
last night as follows: ‘‘While the horse was 
up at Garfield Park, shortly before he was 
shipped down to our track,he worked several 
lightning trials, that itis said nearly burnt 
the track up. Several Chicago turf wri 
got on to the fact and kept a close watch on 
the horse. When Drennan brought him down 
to this point, they of course concluded he 
would walk away from our so called race 
horses and the chance to make a fortune had 
arrived. -Fourof them, all on big ‘Windy 
City’ dailies, followed Drennan and 
his horse down here and when Fon 
Tom was entered in the third race 
Sept. 18, they got ready to kill every book- 
maker in our ring. The quartette hada big 
roll and they created a sensation placing the 
money. The race was at five-eighthsof a 
mile and the rest of the field was made up of 
Stratagem, Trixey Gardner, Winnie Davis, 
Jack White, Anna B. and J. T. Brunk. Afew 
of the latter had won races, while Fon Tom 
had not, and of course his price was regu- 
lated accordingly, The roll of the Chicago 
newspaper quarteite soon caused him to be 
rubbed off every boara in the ring, and when 
the fact was communicated to the judges’ 
stand Judge Carter ordered me to make an 
investigation. The horse was brought up to 
the stand aad fully recognized and it was not 
long before I learned who was betting on him. 
At Arst myself and Judge Carter thought it 
might possibly be another ‘ringer racket,’ 
but when the horse was identified and the 
men who were backing him came out and 
acknowledged the fact, our fears were at 
layea. The result of the race, continued 
Brooks, will de found in the guide. Fon 
Tom made a miserable showing. finishing in 
the ruck, and the most disgusted quartette 
of betters 1 haveever seen on a race track 
were the four Windy City sure thing’ 
journalists. They went staked on Fon Tom 
and hardly had enough to get home on. How- 
ever, ifthe horse had been successful they 
would have won more money than was ever 
taken out of our ring. I wonder,’’ added the 
Fast Side manager, it they had a bet on him 
Saturday. It is about 100 to 1. however, in 
my mind, that they did not.’

BASE BALL. 


Some one is agitating the question why 
pitchers are not better fielders, and Capt. 
Fred Pfeffer has gone into explanations. In 
a conversation with a Louisville scribe 
he said: ‘*Pitchers are not good fielders be- 
cause they give all their time and attention 
to pitching and none to fielding. They donot 
seem to realize that by becoming good feld - 
efs they enhance their value as pitchers. 
Every pitcher should take more or less prac- 


tice on the bases and in the field, It improves 
their eyesight and, besides making them good 
fielders, increases their batting powers. I 
will illustrate the truth of this with a home 
man, Take Scott Stratton. He is as good 
feld as in the box. He 
hard, regular hitter. Why 
Because when practicin 
out into the field and strives 
themen who play the sition regularly. 
The throwing from the fleld also strengthens 
other muscles of his arm that are not used in 
pitching to any appreciable extent. This 
work materially strengthens the whole team. 
I claim further that the more Itions a man 
plays in the better he will be in his own posi- 
tion. Take my own case for instance. I 
have played every position in the team and 
im every game something learned in one of 
these sitions stands me to advan- 
tage. under snap ofa ball aids me in 
throwingto first.

Dr. Everett Reputed to Be the Most Er- 
ratic Man in Massachusetts. 

The special election held in Massachusetts
